’ROTATION IN OFFICE.” 


A Washington dispatc’i yesterday stated 
th at a new incumbent had been appointed 
to a certain office on this coast, because the 
present holder had been in office eight 
years, and it was “ time to apply the prin 
ciple of rotation in office.” 
Upon this we 
observe that rotation in office is not a 
principle, but an abuse. 
Principles must 
be founded in reason. 
Rotation in office is 
essentially irrational. 
A man has been in 
office five, six, seven or eight years. 
The 
presumption is that by th at time he has 
learned his duties thoroughly, and that he 
is performing them as satisfaetoril/ as' pos­ 
sible. The length of his term, therefore, is 
cot a reason for his removal, but it is a 
strong and in fact a conclusi ve reason for his 
continuance ia office. 
Rotation in office 
ignores every consideration of fitness, of 
regard for the economical and efficient 
transaction of the public business, of every­ 
thing, in short, which ought to be taken 
into account. 
I t is through rotation in 
office that the abuses of the civil service 
have been so increased. 
It is through 
that 
practice 
that 
national 
taxation 
has 
been 
made 
and 
kept 
so 
high. 
It 
is' 
through 
that 
practice 
th at 
the 
country is now employing prob­ 
ably 
twenty 
thousand 
more 
office­ 
holders than there is any real need for. 
When, therefore, we find rotation in office 
introduced at the very outset of President 
Garfickfs administration, what are we to 
think of his sincerity ? I t is time the 
people resented the cool presentation of 
the imbecile excuse for the removal cf 
competent officials, th at they have been 
so long iu office. 
This is equivalent to 
saying that they are removed because of 
their peculiar competence. 
As a fact they 
are removed because our politicians do not 
care a cent how badly the public work is 
done, so long as they are enabled to traffic 
and bargain themselves into place and 
power by giving away appointments right 
and left. 
The peop'e are snubbed and 
cheated to their faces by these same poli­ 
ticians, and then they are expected to 
«ome forward meekly and dutifully and 
vote the programme which their log-rolling 
masters have arranged to suit their own 
selfish interests. 


THE DEATH OF OoHEE.iL 
UPTON. 


Judging from the evidence adduced at 
the Coroner's inquest upon General Upton, 
there appears no ground for doubting that 
he died by his own l and. 
I t is possible 
th at the catarrh from which he was suffer­ 
ing may have involved the brain to some 
extent, and so much may a t least be hoped 
by his friends. 
But the moving cause of 
his suicide seems to have been a con­ 
viction th at his celebrated tactics were in­ 
capable of scientific revision, and the appre­ 
hension th a t when this failure became 
known it would destroy his professional 
reputation. 
I t is indeed possible that be 
had broeded over the subject of the tactics 
until his mind gave way, and that he was 
really laboring under an attack of mono­ 
mania when 
he shot himself. 
If this 
was the case, however, the probability is 
th a t his apprehensions would, on examina­ 
tion, prove to have been exaggerate/i or 
quite unfounded, and a careful analysis of 
his tactical propositions might go far to de­ 
term ine the actual condition of his mind at 
the time. 


JUkGE DENSON'3 MORTGAGE DZCIilON. 


J udge Denson's decision in the case of 
W. Beckman vs. E. M. Skaggs and W. T. 
Wilson and wife, covers very im portant i 
ground, and it ¡3 therefore the more neces- j 
eary th at the question of its soundness 
should be carefully considered. 
The main 
point in issue is whether, under the terms 
cf a mortgage drawn before the new Con­ 
stitution was adopted, and which mortgage 
provided th at the mortgagor should pay 
all taxes assessed against the subject prop­ 
erty, the mortgagee can be made to pay 
part of those taxes. 
I t is true th at J udge 
Denson has attem pted to draw a distinction 
in this particular case. He says: “ If, by the 
“ termB of the contract made between the 
“ parties, the mortgager had agreed to pay 
“ all taxes assessed against the mortgage 
“ debt, the subsequent adoption of a new 
“ Constitution would not and could not 
“ chaDge the terms of th at agreement. 
“ The mortgagor does not in this case con- 
“ tract to pay or repay taxes assessed 
“ against the debt secured by the mort- 
‘' ga£c> tu t only ‘ taxes * * imposed upon 
“ 'said lot of laud and premise's and which 
“ ‘ may be in effect a charge thereupon.’” 
It appears to us th at the Judge’s distinc­ 
tion here taken is an untenable refine­ 
ment. 
T.ha mortgagor did not contract to 
pay or repay taxes assessed against the 
debt, for the obvious and conclusive rea­ 
son th at the Constitution under which the 
instrum ent was drawn did not provide for 
the taxation of debts. 
But it is to be as­ 
sumed in every such case th at the purpose 
of the agreement entered into was to se­ 
cure to the mortgagee freedom from all 
taxes th at might be levied against the 
property, and this mortgage, like all others 
drawn under the old Constitution, was ob­ 
viously influenced in all its conditions by 
that consideration. 
I t is indeed a strange 
argument- that, because a contract /ailed to 
provide for conditions which did not exist 
when it was made, therefore one of the 
parties to it must suffer. 
W e cannot admit the force of Judge 
Denson’s distinction on this Lead. 
It ap­ 
pears to us that the only reasonable and 
sound view of the contract is th at which we 
have indicated, namely th at the mortgagor 
agreed to pay all taxes levied upon the 
property. 
This view necessitates the con­ 
clusion that the Judge's construction of the 
law is in direct contravention of the prin­ 
ciples w hose binding force he has himself 
so fully acknowledged. 
For he says : “ It 
“ may be laid down as an incontrovertible 
“ proposition, and without argument, that 
“ no statute law or State Constitution can 
“ impair the obligation of contracts, be- 
“ cause prohibited by Section.10 of Article 
“ I. of the Constitution of the 
United 
“ States, and this, u-helher attempted by 
“ direct or indirect means." 
In the pres­ 
ent case the obligations of a contract have 
been impaired, and 
by indirect means. 
The demonstration of this does not appear 
to be difficult. A mortgage is a contract by 
aud through which one party agrees to lend 
the other certain moneys, on condition that 
he shall receive certain interest and secur­ 
ity for the loan. 
Now, whatever has the 
effect of diminishing the value of the m ort­ 
gage in the hands of the holder, either by 
impairing the value of the property which 
is security for the debt, or by diminishing 
the interest which is to be paid for the use 
of the money loaned, is an impairment of 
the obligations of th at contract. 
Nor can 
there he any doubt th at the effect of Judge 
Densou's decision is to diminish the value 
of the mortgages made under the old Cou- 
stitutiop. 
To compel the mortgagee to 
pay any part of any tax founded upon the 
mortgage in any way, no m atter under 
what color or pretext, is to reduce the 
value of his investment to the full extent 
of that tax. 
The general effect of this decision, there­ 
fore, is to give the new Constitution a 
retroactive force, which is of itself a fiat 
violation of the United States constitu­ 
tional inhibition of tx post facto laws ; 
and a t the same time to violate the provi­ 
sion cited by Judge Denson, in regard to 
the impairing of the obligations of con­ 
tracts. 
It would in fact be impossible to 
sustain the Judge’s view7 of the case except 
by demonstrating th at the operation of 
the new Constitution was not retrospective, 
and th at it did not in any way diminish 
the value of the contracts affected by it. 
All the Judge’s arguments regarding the 
construction of the new Constitution pro­ 
visions appear to us more ingenious than 
sound. 
They remind us forcibly of the 
endeavor of the man in the story to con­ 
vince his friend, who had been clapped in 
prison, that the .act of imprisoning him 
was impossible. 
Judge 
Denson 
holds 
that the contract between mortgagee and 
mortgagor is so altered by the new Consti­ 
tution that the former must pay a tax 
which he never contracted to pay, and 
which practically changes the entire char­ 
acter of his investment ; but, he says, this 
must not be regarded as impairing the ob­ 
ligations of a contract, because the new 
Constitution 
has 
made things taxable 
which were cot taxable before. 
The in­ 
consequence of this argument suggests the 
story of the hardshell revivalist who once 
addressed au audience thus : “ My brethren 
“ and sisters, you all love hog’s fat, and 
“ you all love-uoughnuts, and you all love 
“ doughnuts fried in hog’s fat. 
Then why 
“ don't you get religion ?” 
No m atter through w hat circuitous paths 
the argument is carried, the facts of the 
case cannot be concealed as altered. 
It 
is claimed by Judge Denson th at through 
the operation of the new Constitution 
mortgages made under the old Constitution 
are to be deprived of part of their value. 
Twist it how’ one may this amounts to the 
contention th at the new Constitution has 
changed the status of the aforesaid mortgage, 
and to the injury and loss of the mort­ 
gagee. 
If this is not impairing the ob­ 
ligations of contracts, there is no meaning 
in language, and no significance in facts. 
The value of the mortgages has been 
diminished ; the nature of the contract has 
been changed ; and by the new Constitu­ 
tion. 
Back to this state of things all 
discussion must eventually come, and we 
are unable to perceive how the soundness 
of Judge Denson’s reasoning can be allowed 
under the circumetances. 
As the case he 
has adjudicated is one which represents 
investments 
aggregating 
perhaps from 
$70,000,000 to $100,000,000 in this State, 
its importance cannot be well exaggerated. 
I t is not to be supposed th at the m atter 
will be suffered to rest at this stage, nor 
should the rulings of the Supreme Court be 
accepted as final if they are in accord with 
those of the Superior Court of Sacramento.

been seduced into the infamy of repudia­ 
tion. 
From the close of the rebellion to 
the present time there has been an element 
which has always sought to cheat and 
swindle .the public creditors. 
It is this 
knavish 
element 
which 
invented 
the 
phraae “ bloated bondholders 
which has 
always spoken 
of 
public 
creditors in 
terms 
of 
hatred and obloquy ; which 
has 
been 
foremost 
in 
every 
pro­ 
ject of partial or 
total repudiation; 
which 
has 
advocated 
“ fiat” 
money, 
and * “ buzzard ” 
dollars, 
and 
has 
on every occasion shown a malign inge­ 
nuity in devising financial rascalities, and 
in sugar-coating them with specious soph­ 
istries. 
Now there is but one way for 
honest aud self-respecting men to deal 
with this class of advisers, and th at is to 
repulse them with contempt. 
Whoever 
contracts to pay a debt is in honor bound 
to pay it to the last cent, and this even to 
his own loss. 
The creditor ha3 precisely 
the same status in ethics as the debtor. 
He is not to be abused or charged with 
“ greed" or “ rap acity ” because he de­ 
mands his dues. 
To call a man names 
when he demands a faithful performance 
of a solemn contract is equally dishonest 
and absurd. 
If there are any epithets jus­ 
tified in such circumstances they should be 
applied to those who are trying to dodge 
and shirk their obligations. 
There is no 
doubt about the nature of such operations. 
They are dishonest. 
But it is not dishon­ 
est, or unreasonable, or unjust, or greedy, 
to require the payment of debts which are 
due, and no honorable man would ever think 
ot abusingcreditorsforasserting tbeirrighis. 
And there is no path but one for honest 
men to pursue in this connection. 
There 
is no 
middle course. 
Double-dealing, 
equivocation, evasion, no m atter how cov­ 
ered up, are shameful and disgraceful. 
Contracts must be lived up to, or the indi­ 
viduals or the communities th at break them 
will lose their characters, and will he 
justly discredited in the face of the world. 
Nor does dishonesty’ in these m atters ever 
pay’ in the long run. 
No city has ever 
swindled its creditors without suffering for 
the wrong it had committed, and suffering 
material losses exceeding a hundred fold 
the amount of 
the debt thus evaded. 
There are no duties more incumbent upon 
a community than the duty of discharging 
its obligations. No child, no wife, can ever 
owe thanks to the father or husband who 
cheats his creditors under pretense of pro­ 
viding for them. 
To do th at is to fasten 
disgrace upon innocent people ; not to pro­ 
tect them. 
It is time that all the fustian 
and humbug which has been talked about 
the innocence of corporate raseality was ex­ 
ploded. 
It is rank dishonesty from first to 
last, and no amount of verbal shuffling can 
put a cleaner face upon it.

The Indians of the W alker Lake Reser­ 
vation feel very happy since their victory 
every Mr. Yerington and the Carson and 
Colorado Railroad. 
It appears th at when 
the railroad company treated for the right 
of way through the reservation, 
the 
Indians agreed to receive, in full pay, $700 
and the right to ship free over the road, 
forever, any fi3h or other produce which 
-they might wish to bring to market be­ 
tween Hawthorne and the Mound Hou.se. 
W alker lake Í3 swarming with fine trout, 
but the Indians did not find the trade 
very profitable when the item of trans­ 
portation began to be figured on. 
The 
catch was therefore limited by the slim 
facilities for finding a m arket before the 
fish spoiled. 
W hen the new road reaches 
W alker lake the Indians will be the bosses 
of the fish trade, and Dayton will be the 
fish mart of the State. 
The Indians say 
that if Mr. Yerington had known how many 
fish they could catch in a day he woald 
never have entered into such a compact. 
The Indians laid their wires for this thing 
long ago, and when Mr. Yerington visited 
W alker Lake they pat up a job on him. 
They invited him to spend a day fishing, 
which he did, and they gave him a bait 
which fish absolutely avoid. 
Several of 
the bucks also fished witli him, some using 
no bait at alL 
The result of the day’s toil 
was a small white fish and a couple of half­ 
pound trout. 
The savages pretended that 
the day’s sport had been very fine, and got 
up a big dance in honor of the big catch, 
remarking th at the fishing had never been 
so good for years. 
In an ncguarded mo­ 
ment he signed his fish contract, and now 
they say th at they will be able to keep the 
Carson and Colorado cars loaded down 
w ith nothing but fish all summer lo n g ; 
but not wishing to be too hard on the road 
will allow it to carry pay freight and pas­ 
sengers during the winter months.

N ew Y o rk, March 17th.—General J. B. 
Frye, of General Hancock’s staff, was an 
intimate personal friend of the late General 
Upton. 
It was only a week or two ago that 
General Frye received a letter from him, 
dated at the Presidio. 
It contained more 
than one suggestion that rendered certain the 
fact that Upton was wishing for a long con­ 
tinuance of life. 
Coming from the perusal of 
that letter, said General Frye, “ I am as-, 
tonished beyond, measure at the announce­ 
ment of Uoton’s death, and by his owu 
hand, too. 
It is altogether and distressingly 
unaccountable. There is not the slightest 
theory upon which it is po sible to conceive 
of any motive that would have led him to so 
strange and rash an act.” 
General Frye 
remembered, however, that a year or two 
ago, while bathing at Oid Point Comfort, 
Geueral Upton sustained some injury to his 
nervous system, from jumping into the water 
that he thought deep and coming heavily 
upon the bottom. 
General Grant said : “ I 
arn at a total loss to understand what could 
have induced such a man as Upton to com­ 
mit suicide. 
He never was oí a morbid na­ 
ture his temperament; w as to all apnearauce 
of the sunniest. 
He had no bad habits, aDd 
there could exist no just reason for his feel­ 
ing dissatisfied with himself or his achieve­ 
ments.” 


FURTHER AUOUT THE DEAD GENERAL— INTER­ 
ESTING SKETCH OK H IS CAREER. 
Learning of the death of General Upton, 
a reporter called upon General Forsythe, at 
General Sheridan’s headquaiters. The Gen­ 
eral spoke of his dead triend not only as a 
comrade of whom any one might be proud, 
but as a man in the fullest and proudest ac­ 
ceptance of the term. 
He said that from his 
very boyhood General Upton seemed to be 
guided by sound principles and good judg­ 
ment. 
When a mere lad he took up strongly 
with the abolition ideas of that day, and be­ 
came an outspoken advocate of emancipation. 
His father was a farmer in moderate circum­ 
stances, living near Batavia, N. Y., and 
young Upton was one of a large family, and 
knew be bad his own way to make in the 
world. Accordingly, having determined to se­ 
cure an education, he went to Oberlin Univer­ 
sity, believing that institution best reflected 
his sentiments and ideas. 
While at home 
during vacation, however, a Congressional 
appointment to the Military Academy fell 
vacant, aud young Upton applied in person 
to the member from his district for it. 
His 
application was successful, and he entered 
West Point in ’56, where, by his cool out­ 
spoken defense of his abolition ideas, he drew 
down upon himself the wrath of the Southern 
element, theu so conspicuous at the Military 
Academy. 
His convictions were so strong, 
that in spite of all he was called upon to pass 
through, he never swerved for an instant 
from his idea of what he thonght right, and 
long before the Bpring of ’(51 he was regarded 
even by the Southern element with respect, 
notwithstanding both the man and his prin­ 
ciples were so cordially disliked. Army offi­ 
cers here are full of reminiscence, and lavish 
of praise for the unfortunate soldier.

New Y ork, March* 17th.—The Tribune 
says the people of the LTnited States are soon 
to have an opportunity to invest large sums 
of money in a wild speculation now occupy­ 
ing the attention of the English public. This 
is a project for making coffee out of dates. 
A company has been formed in London 
called the Date Coffee Company, which pro­ 
poses to revolutionize the coffee trade of the 
world. 
I t has issued a flamÍLg prospectus, 
and has expended large sums of money in ad­ 
vertising, aud has actually succeeded in sell­ 
ing its shares in the English market at $60 
each, the par value being only $25—and all 
this before the c mpany has made a dollar of 
legitimate profit, or fairly begun operating. 
The originators of this bold scheme have suc­ 
ceeded so well in Ergland that they have 
already turned their attention to America, 
and are publishing in London glowing accounts 
of their prospects here. 
They estimate their 
profits in this country, to begin with, at $25,­ 
000,000. They have already opened corre­ 
spondence with some brokers in this city, and 
an agent is soon expected here to begin opera­ 
tions. The first movement will be, it is said, 
to close a contract with an advertising firm 
by which $50,000, if necessary, is to be spent 
in advertising the project. After this the 
projectors anticipate no diflicnlty in relieving 
the American public of a few millions of 
dollars. The whole scheme, from its incep­ 
tion to its present wonderful success in Lon­ 
don, reads so much like a chapter of the 
“ South Sea Bubble” or “ John Law’s E x­ 
ploits in Paris,” that persons on this tide the 
water almost doubt the truth of wbat they 
read in the London press in regard to it. 
There is no doubt, however, that even in this 
day of enlightenment ‘such a project can he 
-uccessfully carried out in London, when it 
would fail here. 
A rrests for Land F rauds Fpon the G ov­ 
ern m en t. 
C le v el a n d, March 17th.—The arrest of 
VanHise ana Lino, land agents, by the United 
States authorities, is on the c'large of con­ 
spiring to defraud the Government, 
l t cre­ 
ated great excitement in real estate circles. 
Since the airests many people have come for­ 
ward, producing deeds made out by Linn and 
his partuer, and the officers claim that they 
have proof that the men forged numerous 
signatures to deeds. John K. Corwin, ar­ 
rested with Linn and Van Hise, but against 
whom the charge of conspiracy was not dis­ 
tinctly made, has been rearrested on a charge 
of conspiracy, and he is charged with swin­ 
dling the Government. 
His bail is $50,000. * 
The officers claim to have found several blank 
deeds, acknowledged by Corwin, and con­ 
sider this good gronnd for charging him with 
conspiracy. Proofs are accumulating against 
the men. 
It is claimed they have secured 
possession of many Cleveland lots in ex­ 
change for Missouri lands. 
G eneral G rant G ives th e W orld's F ulr 
M ovem ent th e Cold Sh ou ld er. 
New Y ork, March 17th.—The Commercial 
says that it is stated by persons very close in 
the confidence of General Grant that in con­ 
sequence of his Mexican engagements he 
will not have anything todo with the World’s 
Fair of 1883. It is not positively known 
whether he has sent in a resignation, but as 
he leaves on Monday next for Mexico it is 
more than probable that he will present a 
formal document to the Commissioners before 
leaving New York. 
It is understood that 
General Grant wishes the enterprise every 
success, but for reasons best known to him­ 
self does not feel inclined to be connected 
personally with it. 
G rant an d th e W orld's F air A gain. 
New Y ork, March 17th.—The World says 
that General Grant, when asked about the 
report that he had resigned the Presidency 
of the World’s Fair Commission, said : 
“ I 
have not sent in my resignation as yet.” “ Is 
it true that you intend ?” was asked, and Gen­ 
eral Grant said, “ I think there should be 
a gentleman at the head of the Commission 
who can give it ample time and attention.

The glimpses of his private life scattered 
through his letteT s are less numerous than 
could be wished. 
He had w ritten over his 
small villa near Vienna the legend “ Parva 
domus—magua quies,” but thought the 
latter half of the sentence somewhat false. 
Ho describes his library, with almost boy­ 
ish delight, as a splendid room, eighteen 
feet high, tilled up to the ceiling with 
books, and containing n e a r ly 15,060 vol­ 
umes. 
“ In the middle pf the room is Ca- 
nova’s beautiful Venus.” 
The room was 
full of works of art, and he was often 
amused at the distraction of strangers who 
had “ to make out their visits amid such a 
varied collection of things.” 
“ In this 
treasury,” he says, “ I pass seven-eighths 
of my time. 
* 
* 
I live unwillingly in 
small rooms, and unwillingly work in 
them. 
In a contracted space the mind 
contracts, the thoughts hide themselves, 
and even the heart grows w ithered.” 
His 
children were taken to him by their mother 
when they were good, but he thought they 
came so gladly not from love to him, but 
because it was just like a m arket to them, 
“ for my rooms are very similar to shops.” 
There is much pathos in his love for 
Clementine, who gradually fades away, 
while the father, as he says, goes “ from 
the revolutionists and demagogues who 
people my study, to find care and sorrow 
in the sick room.” 
Perhaps one of the 
best illustrations of his prompt and vigor­ 
ous character is in a story he tells in a let­ 
ter in 1822, to show th at he was not acces­ 
sible to fear. 
One day a man got in at 
his bed-room window and Btood by the 
bed. 
He may have been a thief or mur­ 
derer, and he thought Metternich was 
asleep, but he was awake and observant. 
“ I allowed him ,” says Metternich, “ to 
come nearer without moving, hut loosened 
jny sheets so that nothing might be in 
my way. 
One jump, and I stood up, 
seized him, threw him out of the window, 
and lay down again. 
‘ He or I ,’ was my 
thought. 
That is logic in business as with 
robbers.” 
H e was not fond of England. 
His references to Queen Caroline’s trial 
are of the moat scornful character : “ This 
Queen is really a horrible woman. 
If 
people knew what I know about her, they 
would be surprised a t her audacity.” Her 
reception did not astonish him. 
“ A virtu­ 
ous Queen, worthy of the crown, would in 
all probability be bespattered with mud by 
the people.” W riting about England some­ 
what later, he says : 
“ W hat vexes me 
with the English is that they are all slight­ 
ly mad ; this is aa evil which must be pa­ 
tiently endured, w ithout noticing to much 
the ludicrous side of it.” 


The Milwaukee (W is.) Sentinel recalls to 
mind an incident related of Senator Car­ 
penter's son, who was asked when quite a 
little boy what profession he expected to 
follow: 
“ I want to be a baekman," he 
naively replied, “ but I guess I ’ll have to 
be a United States Senator.”

B oy K illed.—J ames Matthews, a little 
lO-year-o'.d son f George L. Matthews, en­ 
gineer of the Capital Woolen Mills, was 
suddenly killed last evening 
from being 
drag¡o d by a horse. 
The boy, who was quite 
an ex vert as a rider, started upon horseback 
for his home on G street, between Twelfth 
and Thirteenth, to carry a small pail of milk 
to a customer. 
The horse had a rope tied 
around its neck for use as a halter, which 
was quite long, and the boy, finding that ho 
could not easily hold the rope and the pail in 
his bauds besides handling tha bridle line, 
tied the ropo around his body as a means of 
holding it. 
Ha had only gone about half a 
square—to the corner of Thirteenth and 
G, when some bovs, as they frequently had 
done, threw something at the horse to see it 
go faster, which caused the horse to jump 
sidewise and throw him off. 
The horse was 
frightened and ran, dragging the boy upon 
the ground by the rope halter fastened about 
his body. 
It turned in the direction of the 
stable, going half a square north to the alley 
and then down the alley about half a block, 
when i' stopped at the gate leading to its 
feeding place. 
It remained but an instant, 
»Dd then ran at a furious rate out of the alley 
and ar mud half a block, coming back to the 
same pi t o again, when it was caught by W.

The boy was drawn by

and as it turned short from the streetinto the 
alley the Lead of the lad came in contact 
with a h :c-k building which stood on the 
corner, cutting the -calD across the lowfir por­ 
tion <»f tiie ' a :k side of the head, and cleav­ 
ing most of it from the skull.

markable facility with which the editor mis­ 
conceives or misrepresents the facts. In that 
article it is stated that “ through the instru­ 
mentality of Attorney-General Hart, with 
the probable assistance of Controller Kenfield 
and Treasurer Weil, $207,352 were on Mon­ 
day drawn from the 
State Treasury, -as 
there is 
reason 
to believe, 
wrongfully 
and 
illegally. 
. But 
for 
the 
direct 
interference 
of 
the 
Attorney - General 
the 
writ 
of 
mandamus 
would 
have 
issued on Saturday to restrain the payment 
of $204,121 48 then pending. Upon his official 
assurance that but SlO.OOp or $12,000 were 
involved, the writ ’ was not granted uutii 
Monday.” 
The above statement of the Chronicle is 
simply and unqualifiedly untrue, and evinces 
as much willingness to misrepresent a public 
official as ignorance on the part of the editor 
as to the nature of the proceeding about which 
he wa3 undertaking to comment. 
A little 
investigation would have shown him that 
there was no application for a writ of man­ 
damus made in the case referred to, but that, 
on the contrary, the application was for a 
writ of prohibition, which, before the ter-’ 
mination of the proceeding referred to, it 
will be demonstrated, does not lie against the 
Controller or any other ministerial officer. 
When the application for that writ was made 
I hap ened to be in the Supreme Coiut on 
other business, but not in pursuance of any 
notice previously given of the said proceeding 
against the Controller. 
As it was my duty- 
under the statute to defend the Controller In 
any proceeding brought against him, I ven­ 
tured the suggestion when the application 
was made that a writ restraining a State offi­ 
cial from the performance of duties enjoined 
upon him by law should not be granted ex­ 
cept upon an order to Ehew cause, and after 
the official hid had an opportunity to be 
heard in his own detense ; that in my judg­ 
ment it was not proper for the Court to as­ 
sume that 
the law was unconstitutional 
simply upon the ex parte application of any 
person who desired to restrain an official 
from doing that which he considered his offi­ 
cial duty, and the Court, taking the same 
view of the question that I did, refused to 
issue the preliminary writ until the parties 
could be heard on' the following Monday. 
Whether the parties were heard or not on the 
following Moaday, I am unable to say, be­ 
cause at the time set for the hearing I we a 
necessarily in attendance on the United States 
Circuit Court on official business. 
This is all 
I have ever done in ct injection with the matters 
referred to in that article. Thestatemeutthat 
I gave the Court my official assurance ‘‘that 
but $10,000 or $12,000 were involved,” is not 
true ; and, if I had given such au assurance, 
it would have been entirely irrelevant. 
The 
duty of the Court to restrain the illtgal pay­ 
ment of S10,000 or $12,000 out of the State 
treasury- would have been equally as binding 
as would have been its dnty to restrain the 
payment of a larger amount. 
But no such 
assurance was given, for the reason that I 
did not know, nor did I claim to know, how 
much money there was in the fund, out of 
which the payments sought 
to 
be re­ 
strained 
were to be made. 
Nothing was 
said as to how much money there was in the 
fund, except 
jocularly 
between counsel, 
and that was after the question had been 
fully presented. 
The statement then was not 
to ilie Court, but to counsel for the peti­ 
tioner, and was more in the nature of an in­ 
quiry than of a positive assertion. 
The 
statement, as near as I can recollect it, was 
to the effect that I did not think that he 
could be injured much by the refusal of the 
Court, which had already been made, to issue 
the preliminary restraining order, as I had 
heard that the fuud was exhausted. 
A t the 
time that remark was made, however, the 
Court had already refused to issue a prelim­ 
inary restraining order ; and my recollection 
is that I was sitting, and counsel for petitioner 
was in the act of leaving the court room. 
It would be a sad commentary on the Su­ 
preme Court of this State if it could be suc­ 
cessfully maintained that it had disregarded 
the verified statement of facts contained in 
the petition addressed to it, and, accepting 
the mere assurance of any attorney at the 
bar, had refused to issue a restraining order 
simply because the only result of that refusal 
would be the illegal abstraction of $10,000 
or $12,000 from the public treasury. 
Nor is 
it true that I have ever spoken to Mr. Ken­ 
field or Mr. Weil, or any person connected 
with the drainage system of this State, 
or any 
person 
having 
a 
claim 
on 
account ot 
the drainage Bystem, 
or in 
any 
manner aided, 
assisted 
or advised 
any person as to the drawing of money from 
the drainage fund. 
I did not know that the 
money spoken of in the Chronicle had b=en 
drawn from the State Treasury until 1 saw 
the article to which reference is made above. 
My connection with the matter has simply 
been that of an attorney representing his 
client, and with my conduct in that respect 
I am perfectly satisfied. 
M y competency to 
perform my c fficia! duties I submit to the 
bench and bar, who alone are capable of 
judging ef it. 
My own honesty and capabil­ 
ity are questions upon which I shall uot rush 
into public priut, but shall leave those mat­ 
ters to be judged of by those who witness my 
official and other couduct. 
My only object 
in writing this letter is to say that the charges 
made against me by the editor of the Chronicle 
are not founded in fact. 
I hope that the 
misrepresentations contained in the article 
were not willfully made. 
They, however, do 
me great injustice, and it ¡3 to be expected 
that when he sees his error the editor, in a 
spirit of fairness,-will undertake to undo the 
injury that he has thus perpetrated. 
I have 
no doubt as to the power of the State to pro­ 
vide a system for the drainage of overflowed 
lands within its borders; nor have I any 
doubt that it may, by law, provide for the 
payment out of the State treasuiy of any 
amount which may be necessary to effectuate 
such a system. 
The question, however, is 
before the Court, and let it decide it. 
We 
wili then see who is right.

In conclusion, I wish to draw your atten­ 
tion and that of the Chronicle to the fact 
that the law establishing 
the 
Drainage 
Commission (See Section 25 of the Act en­ 
titled 
an A ct to promote drainage, ap­ 
proved April 2 3,1880) provide^ that if there 
be no money in the State Drainage Con­ 
struction Fund to meet the payment of any 
warrant on that fund, that the State Treas­ 
urer may pay the satne out of any money in 
the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 
Although the majority of the holders of 
drainage warrants had ealled upon me and 
had requested me to pay them out of other 
funds that were ia the treasury and not ap 
propriated, I refused such payment, and did 
not cash any warrants upon the drainage 
fund3 until sufficient money had been paid 
into those particular funds to ■ redeem the 
warrants drawn upon them.

TREASURER WEIL S LETTER. 
E ds. Record-U nion : 
Below I give an 
explanation of my position in regard to the 
suit recently begun to test the legality of the 
Debris Act. 
Knowing your willingness 
at all times to give an impartial hearing in 
all matters of public weal, I address this 
communication to you, hoping you will give 
it a place in your valuable paper. 
“ Getting Ahead of a W rit.”—In reply to 
an editorial of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
under the above title, I would say, more for 
the benefit of the citizens of this State than 
in reply to said paper, that I did not receive 
a telegram from any source whatsoever (-md 
I defy the Chronicle to produce one), that a 
writ of prohibition had been issued by the 
Supreme C ourt; also that I did cot know 
that it wa3 the intention of said Court to 
issue one until my attention was called on 
Monday morning to an article in the papers 
to that effect. 
Further let me state that I deny the asser­ 
tion that a conspiracy had been entered into 
by me with any of the State officers, nor did 
I have any consultation or conversation with 
them in regard to this matter, as the different 
officers are suppose i to and do know what 
the duties of their respective departments 
are, and do not interfere with those of an­ 
other. 
_ 
As regards the warrants paid to the Sacra­ 
mento Bank on Monday, I would say that 
upon opening the office at 10 o’clock A. u . on 
Monday, Mr. Hamilton, 
Cashier of said 
bank, presented for payment warrants to the 
amount of $207,352 81. N ot being cognizant, 
as I stated above, of any writ having been 
issued, I paid the warrants, thereby fulfilling 
my duty as State Treasurer; and right here 
let me add that the above amount of warrants 
were paid before 11 o’clock A. M. of the 14th 
instant, which was, the agent of Mr. Merry 
informed me, before the writ had been ob­ 
tained, as it was not issued until after that 
time, at the morning session of the Supreme 
Court in the city of San Francisco on Mon­ 
day the 14th instant. 
The article states that “ the delay of 21 
hours enabled warrants to the amount of 
$261.121 48 to be drawn on the Treasury.” 
1 his statement is a base fabrication and 
wholly without foundation, as all warrants 
paid on Monday had been issued several 
months ago, the latest drawn bearing date of 
December 3, 1880. 
I would add that there 
has been no warrant drawn by the Controller 
on either of the drainage funds since January 
5, 1881. 
In reference to warrants of the State dealt 
in by the banks and money brokers, I would 
say that it is customary for said dealers to 
present all warrants received by them at this 
office to ascertain if they are payable or not, 
and in the majority of cases upon being in­ 
formed fhat they were payable, not needing 
the money, they retained said warrants until 
they had accumulated a sufficient number, 
or until they required the money, when they 
would present them for payment. 
In accordance with the above custom, the 
Sacramento Bank from time to time, as they 
received warrants, would present them with 
the inquiry as to whether they would be 
cashed, and being informed either in the a f­ 
firmative or negative, as the case might be, 
they noted* reply and would retain th e war­ 
rants, w th e y were less tro u b le to k e ep th a n

ple to the valleys of the Salt and Gila 
rivers has been rapidly increasing, and sev­ 
eral large settlements have been made, the 
principal of which are Jonesville and Mesa 
City, all in the neighborhood of Phcenix. 
It is reported th at Mormon representatives 
have succeeded in obtaining control of the 
rich lands at Gila Bend, and th at several 
hundred families will soon arrive to occupy 
them. 
On the East Fork, about five miles above 
Downieville, says the Messenger, is an im ­ 
mense snow-slide which completely covers 
the river for a distance of several hundred 
feet.

snow, at 
least forty feet in depth, the old snow be­ 
ing almost as hard as ice. 
The river has 
worn its way through, and the arch is as 
regular as though formed by human hands. 
There will doubtless be plenty of snow 
there all the coming summer, as it lies in a 
gorge where the sun strikes it only a few 
hours in the day.
